The H»lo Created by Newspaper 


Advertising 


One of the most popular and sought 


after members of the Citizens' Indus- 
trial association was C. W. Post of 
Battle Creek, the manufacturer of sev- 
eral well known breakfast and predi- 
gested foods. He is a firm believer in 
the necessity of newspaper advertis- 
ing aud declares that last year he spent 
over $2,000,000 in this way. 


To a number of friends at the Clay- 


pool hotel he said that to sell any ar- 
ticle a "halo" must be constructed 
about it "with the help of the newspa- 
pers. 


"A halo is ,a manufactured article 


largely produced by newspapers. It la 
worn by men and women and is used 
also to decorate some articles of com- 
merce. It IB constructed of an intangi- 
ble sort of substance, and its lines are 
not always clearly defined1. 


"The art of making halos is not al- 


ways clearly understood by merchants. 
Suppose a merchant lias a large stock 
of cloaks. If he is an expert in the 
manufacturing, of halos to decorate 
these cloaks he is very sure to create a 
demand and make money by doing so. 


"It is distinctly the business of the 


newspaper to make halos," Mr. Post de 
clared. "Seldom, if ever, does a good 
advertiser fail. 
Good advertising is 


nothing more or less than the talk of 
a first class salesman, not to one indi- 
vidual, but to each individual of a 
mass. 


"One kind of salesman takes bis time 


to carefully detail the merits of the 
goods he has to sell and makes bis 
talk verbally to one customer, while 
the sume amount of energy, thought, 
salesman ability and convincing argu- 
ment would win perhaps 1.000 people if 
told through the columns of a newspa- 
per, and in the telling one begins the 
construction of a halo, which will in 
time be completed if the work is con- 
tinued day by day with unflagging in- 
terest. 


"Newspapers can build a halo for 


any reputable or worthy merchant, 
and when finally built and placed in 
position the merchant will find it the 
most valuable asset he has."—Indian- 
apolis Star.

Their moth- 
ers would scarcely dare to come among 
them in their present condition. After 
drawing a picture of home life ut 
which I could see a number of them 
were visibly affected, I expatiated on 
tbe superior delicacy of woman, her 
tenderness and devotion. 
"Now," I 


said at last, "there are many young 
women who would be glad to come 
here and turn your cabins into homes 
for you. If you will pull yourselves to- 
gether, I will go and bring a number 
of them myself, making sure that 
those I select are good and true wo- 
men." 


My last words produced an instnnta 


neous effect. 
"When you goin'?" was 


shouted from a dozen throats. 


"Just as soon as you convince me 


that you are fitted to receive your fu- 
ture wives," I replied.

Law, 
passed at the late session of the 


Legislature, The Advocate herewith 
prints the law in full: 


AN ACT 


To amend Sections 2910, 2917, 2918, 


2919, 2921 and 2921 a of the Revised 
Statutes of Ohio, relating to the 
conduct of party primary elections. 


Bo it enacted by the General Assem- 


by of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. That 
Sections 
2916, 


2917, 2918, 2919, 2921 and 2921a of the 
Revised Statutes of Ohio be amended 
so as to read as follows: 


Sec. 291C. When 
any

political association or party in any 
county, township or municipal corpor- 
ation, by a vote of a majority of its 
executive or controlling committee, 
certified under oath by its chairman 
and secretary, shall cause notice of 
the holding of a primary election for 
tho selection, of 
party 
candidates, 


committieemen, delegates, 
or 
alter- 


nates 
to 
any 
party 
convention 


to 
be 
published, 
and 
shall 


make 
application 
therefor 
to 


the 
deputy state 
supervisors 
of 


elections or board 
of 
deputy state

tions as the case may be, of such 
county, all as hereinafter provided, 
such primary election shall be held 
and conducted under the provisions 
of this chapter. 


Sec. 2917. Such notice shall be or- 


dered and such application made not 
less than ten days prior to the time 
fixed for the holding of such primary 
election, and such notice and applica- 
tion shall state the 
purpose, time, 


manner and conditions of the holding 
of such primary election, and shall 
prescribe the qualifications not incon- 
sistent with the 
provision 
of 
the 


chapter, of the persons to vote at 
such election; provided, however, in 
cities where registration of electors 
is required by law, none but register- 
ed electors shall be permitted to par- 
ticipate in such primary election, and 
the deputy state supervisors of elec- 
tions, or board of deputy state sup- 
ervisors and inspectors of elections as 
the case may be, when so requested in 
such notice 
and' application, shall, 


prior to such primary election, make 
such provision as shall be reasonable 
for the transfer upon the registration 
books and the registration of all per- 
sons, who may qualify themselves to 
vote at the next general election to 
be held after such primary election; 
and provided, further, that such pri- 
mary election shall be held at the 
regular polling places in each of the 
voting precincts in such county, town- 
hip or municipal 
corporation, 
and 


shall continue for a period of not less 
than three 
consecutive 
hours, and 


shall close not later 
than 
seven 


o'clock p. m. 


Sec. 2918. At least ten days pre- 


vious to any such election such no- 
tice shall be published in a newspap- 
r printed and of general circulation 
in such county; but the publication 
shall not be required in any county in 
which no newspaper is printed; the 
notice shall also be posted in at least 
three public places in each precinct 
within the territory in which the elec- 
tion is to be held. 


Sec. 2919. Subject to the provis- 


ions of such notice, such primary elec- 
tion shall be under tlie exclusive con- 
trol and supervision of 
the 
deputy 


state supervisors of elections or board 
of depnty state supervisors and inpec- 
tors t>f elections as the case may be, 
of such county, who shall provide all 
ballots, poll bocks, tally and summary 
shoets. othc-r blanks and things neces- 
sary, ant! ass;:;;; to each polling Place 
two competent electors 
to act 
as 


.jiidges and one competent elector to 
act as clerk of such primary election; 
provided, however, that such judges 
and clerks shall be of the 
political 


faiih of the party holding such pri- 
mary election and 
shall, 
whenever 


practicable . !>•- the regular election 
officers. 
Such primary elections shall 


be conducted ns required by the laws 
governing the conduct of general elec- 
tions so far ns the same may be ap- 
plicable.

clerks shall be charged with the same- 
powers and duties and be subject to 
the same penalties as the judges and 
clerks of general elections. 
At the 


close of each primary election, the 
judges and clerks shall forthwith pro 
ceed to count the votes cast and make 
return thereof to the deputy state sup- 
ervisors of election,-or board of deputy 
Ktate supervisors 
and 
inspectors of 


elections as the case may be, who 
together with the chairman of the ex- 
ecutive or controlling committee or- 
dering such primary election, shall 
constitute a canvassing 
board 
and 


shall canvass the returns of such pri- 
mary election, determine all matters 
relative thereto and certify the re- 
sult,.of such primary election to the 
executive or controlling committee or- 
dering such primary election. Ties, 
if any there be, shall be determined 
by lot by such canvassing board. Pro- 
vided, however, that .for the uurpose 
o!' determining the 
election of any 


candidate voted for in a single voting 
place only, the judges and clerks in 
charge of such voting place shall 
constitute' such 
canvassing 
board, 


and 
shall 
have 
full 
aower to 


declare the result and shall forthwith 
issue nroper credentials of election. 
Judges and clerks shall be paid two 
dollars each for every such election 
and any judge or clerk delivering the 
returns as aforesaid _ to the 
deputy 


state supervisors of elections or board 
of deputy state supervisors and in- 
spectors

elections,

be, 
shall 
be 
allowed 


five 
cents a mile 
for 
the dis- 


tance travelled by him in delivering 
same, and returning to his home. 
'Teimty state supervisors of elections 
and deputy state supervisors and in- 
spectors of elections shall each receive 
fifty cents per precinct and clerks of 
such boards seventy-five 
cents per 


precinct for such elections; provided, 
however that the total comr>eii?ation 
of such officer?, shall not exceed the 
maximum of compensation otherwise 
provided by law. The 
expense of 


municipal primarj' elections shall be 
defrayed by the municipality in which 
Ihe same is hold. The expense of all 
other jiriinary elections shall bo I'.P.- 
1'rayed by the county. The deputy 
state supervisors of elections, or i.oard 
fit' deputy state supervisors and in- 
soectors of elections as 'the case may 
be, shall not be required to hold 
a 


primary election for any party which 
oast less than ten per cent, of tlie to- 
tal vote cast in such county at. the last 
general election, nor shall the deputy 
state supervisors of elections, or board 
of deputy state supervisors and inspec- 
tors of elections., as the case may be, 
be required to hold more than two 
primary elections for the same party 
in any one year. }Jo delegate cr al- 
ternate to any political convention in 
Ihis state shall have power by proxy 
or otherwise to designate another per- 
son to serve as a delegate in his place 
or stead, and any such delegate who 
shall give any power or proxy to an- 
other to serve in his place or stead, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
be fined not less than twenty-five Col- 
lars and not moro than one hundred 
dollars. 
The votins booth, ballot- 


boxes, and other public property in 
the custody and control of the ticDuty 
supervisors of elections, or board of 
deputy state supervisors and inspec- 
tors of elections, as the case may be, 
shall not be used for primary e'.ec- 
tions other than those held under the 
provisions of this act-

2921. Thereupon one of tiie 


jndses shall administer to the person 
offering to vote an oath tha.t ho will 
Tnake true answers to such Questions 
as may he put to him touchim; his 
qualifications to vote at sv.ch election 
nnd shall interrogate him as to his 
•[ualifications; if such person refuses 
to be sworn, or, being sworn, refuses 
to answer every nunstion, his vote 
shall be rejected; V.ut if the oath be 
taken and the questions answered sat- 
isfactorily and he bo not successfully 
contradicted by the sworn testimony 
of witnesses who may be called, his 
oath shall be received and the word 
"sworn" shall be noted opposite his 
name on the rioll book.
